At a conference of leading employees of the VVB (2) VEN (VVB des Elektro- 
Maschinenbaues), it was revealed that the West had blocked the supply of 
nonferrous metals, thus endangering the success of the Five-Year Plan, Metal 
sheets used in the clectro-technical industry for transforners and motors 

are lacking as well as ball bearings. Slide bearings made of sintered iron 
ere being widely used as substitutes. In order to overcome these difficulties, 
smuggling from Western Germany on a large scale will be organized. Research 
and development centers are to emphasize the production of substitutes, 


As a consequence of the scarcity of nonferrous metals, the Elmowerke, Wernigerode, 
was forced to suspend production of large motors. The raw materiels on hand 

were used for the production ef small motors in order to obtain the highest 
poosibie unlit producsion figure. Nine nimared out or tventy~geven hundred 
workers ore unemployed but continus to be paid thelr wares. Sy this procedure, 

1% is honed to avoid undue attention to the situation. 


The Russians stated that the Germans have met their reparations obligations 

by 100%, although they have delivered only 50% of their commitments of non- 
ferrous metals, In a speech before leading employecs cf the VEM,the personne”. 
director of the WAM Vereinigung Volkseigener Erfassungs-und Aufkaufbetricbe; 
Association of State Purchase and Procurement Agencies) discussed the caleula~ 
tion of reparations. According to this speech, 10 peftent of the raw materials 
procegsed in the DDR must be delivered to Russia as reporations in the form of 
finished goods according to Russian specifiestions. Only the weight of the raw 
materials is to be credited to reparations. For example,

A new key plant with 3,500 employees is to be set up in the vicinity of Falkeusee an 
Snandau (Albrechtsvork Station). It is to serve nainly for research and develop~ 
ment.

Quotas had been set at about 30% higher than the number produced.
